A small Russian force still occupies

bor of Port Arthur after a scouting 
cruise. It was accidentally blown up 
by a displaced mine nnd that only 
four of the crow were saved. 
Tho 


number of olllcers and men on board 
Is not known, but Russian boats of 
the Skorl typo usually carry sixty- 
four men. 


It Is surmised here that the Skorl 


was destroyed by one of the mechani- 
cal mines placed near tho entrance of 
the harbor by the Japanese warships 
on tho night of March 0, and alluded 
to by Admlnil Topo. 


Naval men hero can account 
for 


tho disaster In no other way, as It Is 
presumed tho 'Russian officers 
know 


the location ot their own mines. 


Troops at Port Arthur. 


A letter from Port Arthur says that 


tho garrison there consists of 2,500 
men. 


This statement Is accepted 
here 


with little credence. 
If true, It Indi- 


cates that tho Russians havo with- 
drawn almost their entire force from 
Port Arthur In anticipation of a land 
attack further un^the peninsula.
